Considerable grass re- 
mains uncut in the north, lowlands 
being still so wet that teams cannot 
get on them. Some roweii has been 
cut and there is a good yield reported 
except whoi-o set back by drought. 
When New England, as a whole, is 
considered, the hay crop has proven 
very satisfactory, 
the most 
serious 


trouble in regard to it beinsf the fact 
that much was injured while curing 
by wet weather. The feed in pastures 
continues excellent, except in parts 
of Rhode Island 
and 
southeastern 


Massachusetts. 


Fruit — Peaches and pears 
are re- 


ported as rotting somewhat, but a fair 
crop of the former is assured, with the 
yield of pears uneven. The majority 
of the New England correspondents 
still report that the yield of aplea will 
be about the average in most localities 
and above in some. Except at some 
few points the winter varieties do not 
promise well, 
especially 
Baldwins. 


Repwts from 
the 
cranberry-raising 


districts indicate that while the yield 
fiom some bogs will be light, yet that 
the total crop will be up to, if not 
slightly above, the average. 
Picking 


was begun during the week on some 
boge wheie the berries were in proper 
condition, and the results were sat- 
isfactory. The shrinkage from early 
estimates of a phenomenal crop is i:t- 
tribntert ,to ihe frost the latter part of 


May, 
which injured some beds, while 


on others the water was allowed to : 
stay too long. 


Vegetables— It is now probably a 


well decided fact that squashes, en- 
cumbers, and melons will yield far be- 
low the average. Root crops arc doing 
well, except that there is some com- 
plain that blight 
has 
appeared 
in 


ine onion fields, and that in others 


there has been an extra rank growth 
of vines at the expense of the bottoms. 
Potatoes are yielding well and are ol 


od quality. While reports of blight 


and rot are frequent, it is thought that 
no serious da, uage xvill result to the 
eaily varieties, that to the late-planted 


ey cannot now be estimated with 


any degree of certainty. 


Tobacco — The topping, cutting and 


curing of the- tobacco crop is being 
pushed rapidly. The damage 
from 


grasshoppers, green worms and rust 
has been comparatively 
smail. 
and 


with but very few exceptions growers 
report a more than average crop. Tho 
shade grown 
is exceptionally 
fine, 


closely appioachjng the Sumatra in 
quality.

' - Our Trade With the Tropics. 


The treasury bureau of statistics at 


TVasbington has lately published a re- 
view of our foreign commerce, for the 
hist fiscal year which contains many 
interesting features. 


One of these relates to our rapidly 


growing trade -with tropical and sub- 
tropical-countries. Few people realize 
how largely our imports come from 
these countries or how much the quan- 
tity has increased with the growth of 
our general trade. Of a total importa- 
tion of $435,958,408 in 1870 $157,320,- 
7S2 came from that belt of the globe. 
In 1902; tlie value had risen to $079,- 
163,049."the total' from all quarters be- 
ing $903,327,071. While our trade from 
the American continent to the south of 
us is far from what it ought to be and 
would be with proper facilities, the im- 
ports have advanced during this period 
from $116,891,164 to $221,95-1,007. From 
Asia- tha g^*Jfli& &as been from $30,- 
219,079 to $129;C21,549, and only a be- 
ginning has" been made. The increase 
from A£rica§*iJfts been from less than 
?2,000,000 to" nearly $13,500,000 and 
from Oceania from $8,290,469 to $14,- 
16G.SS7. 


There has^Jaeen a gradual lowering 


of the price of some of the leading 
articles, so that value has not kept 
pace with quantity. In the case of 
cane sugar there has been an actual 
decrease, In. • Talue while the quantity 
has more than doubled in spite of the 
fact, that w6 produce considerable sug- 
ar ourselves' 'and import more or less 
beet sugar from Europe. While the-iri- 
crease has been notable in such articles 
as coffee, hi round numbers from $24,- 
000,000 to $80,000,000; fruits and nuts. 
$7,500,000 to $21,500,000; cocoa, spices, 
etc., it is scili wore conspicuous iu those 
things that are used as materials in 
our immufucturi-:ig industries. For in- 
stance,, raw silk has advanced from

shown in a number of his opinions as 
chief justice of the supreme court of 
Massachusetts. In one of these he de- 
clared that "if wcrkingincii may com- 
bine 'fdr-getting the most tlu-y can for 
their labor, just as capital may com- 
bine with a Tiew of getting the great- 
est iJOSstWe return, it must be true that 
when combined they have the same lib- 
erty that combined capital has to sup- 
port' <tl»sil'i interests by arguments, per- 
suasion and the bestowal or refusal of 
those advantages which they otherwise 
lawfully control, so long as they do no 
violence." This may not be essentially 
different from what any good jurist 
would say on the same subject, though 
it will be gratifying to the friends of 
organized labor to know that the new 
member of the highest judicial body of

I have seen 
and studied girls of all stations and 
nations and have decided finally that 
the most fortunate of all are the daugh- 
ters of well to do farm families in 
America, families in which the wo 
menfolk do their own housework, tend 
flowers, ride horseback and roar chick- 
ens. A majority of the distinguished 
and successful feminine artists, teach- 
ers, writers, phjsiciaus and business 
women in the laud today are from 
homes that gave them this noble bring- 
ing up. Those who later in life use 
their brains most effectively are the 
ones tliai in youth also learned to 
use their hands. 


Though this fine country rearing is 


lost to the city girl, the healthful phys- 
ical training of household work re- 
mains to her. Especially is she priv- 
ileged in the matter of climbing stairs, 
which is so promotive of health in 
heart, lungs and muscles thnt running 
up and down stairs might almost be 
recommended of itself as a moans to 
physical culture. Physicians are some- 
what to blame for so much preaching 
of the ill effects of climbing stairs,. 
There are none absolutely except to 
tho confirmed invalid, and it is a gen- 
uine sign of the progress of the race 
that no woman except the most out of 
date is^willing nowadays to acknowl- 
edge herself an invalid.

ticularly appropriate, inasmuch as the 
state of New York was the first to 
create a forestry commission, the first 
to grant money for the management 
of its forests and the first by legisla- 
tive action to appropriate money for 
purchasing and enlarging its holdings 
of forest land. In a circular showing 
why the Adirondack forests should be 
preserved the association says: 


It must be realized that a tree is not 


merely food for a factory, but that It i= 
in very truth a factory itself—a labora- 
tory for the manufacture of pure air and 
pure water and a storage battery of 
chemical and physical energy indispensa- 
ble' for the prosecution of the varied com- 
mercial 
and 
manufactuiing 
Industries 


which are the very foundation of pros- 
perity. In the light of such revelations 
•we stand aghast at the prodigality which 
has characterized the treatment of our 
forests. 


It is claimed that the cutting down of 


our forests furnishes materials for the 
use of large capital and much labor. The 


1 argument is a specious one and seeks to 
conceal the fact that such industries are 
dealing a fatal blow at other interests of 
the state employing many times the 
amount of capital and number of em- 
ployees. 
The improvidence of such a 


policy carries with it the reasons for its 
oWii condemnation. 


The importance of the Adirondack park 


in its relation to the supply of water for 
drinking and sanitary purposes for a 
large section of the state has not 
ade- 


quately been appreciated. Forest streams 
carry less mud and silt than other 
streams, and the exclusion of large pop- 
ulations and 
manufacturing 
industries 


from the forested area prevents the arti- 
ficial pollution so common elsewhere The 
loiests, as conservators of our water sup- 
ply,, also bear an important relation to 
the subject of fire insurance 
A proper 


supply and pressure of water are neces- 
sary safeguards for human life and prop- 
erty. 


What the Empire State has done and 


is doing for the preservation of the 
forests yet remaining withiu its do- 
main may well be followed by many 
other commonwealths.

Ot" course- it is certain that this 


scheme of the government will indi- 
rectly redound to the benefit of tlie 
people oi the country, for New Ze.-i- 
land iviil be made more attractive to 
the tonrista, who will make longer 
visits than tinder the ordinary condi- 
tions of travel and will therefore leave 
more money in the country. The re- 
sult will also be that more people will 
be attracted to the colony than in the 
past, and the probability i.s that a num- 
ber ol! them will remain here, thus add- 
ing to the wealth and population. Tlie 
feeling is that too little is known in the 
outer world o£ the wonders of the coun- 
try, and this plan is undertaken in the 
hope that it will attract "all the world 
and his wife" to visit Xew Zealand and 
see for themselves the progress that 
the colony is making. 


It is not generally known that New 


Zealand has many regulations in its 
governmental 
affairs 
tluit place 
it 


many years ahead of other nations, 
and all these regulations have the sole 
object of benefiting the people, not the 
few. 
Taxes can be paid iu any post- 


otlice, and life insurance and accident 
insurance premiums are payable at the 
same place. 15y act of parliament the 
postmaster or postmistress can marry 
couples. Postal savings banks are also 
a popular and important feature of the 
system. It is said that today there are 
no less than iMi!,34G separate deposit- 
ors in these postal banks out of a pop- 
ulation of 883,000 people, with a total 
o£ §32,000,000 ou deposit. These de- 
posits all receive interest at the rate 
o£ 3 per cent. 
; Government ownership of railways, 
telephones uud telegraphs is an estab- 
lished fact in New Zealand. The gov- 
ernment has also instituted, owns and. 
operates life aud accident insurance 
companies aud labor bureaus. Here 
strikes are unknown, labor grievances? 
all being passed on by an arbitration 
court composed of I ho judges of the su- 
preme court, one representative of the 
manufacturers aud one representative 
of the organized hibor interests. The 
leading features oC the arbitration law 
of New Zealand are well worth not- 
ing us allowing what can be accom- 
plished by simple legal procedure.

authorities, who act as agents for the 
small farmer and sell his produce at a 
commission of 4 cents per pound. The 
government lends the small farmer 
money and helps him to get along 
when troubles arise. The man whoso 
income is less than $1,500 escapes scot 
free, paying no taxes. 
The farmer' 


whose farm is worth only $2,500 is also 
exempt from taxation. Tbe man who 
takes a poor piece of property and im: 
proves it pays taxes only on what it 
was worth when he bought it. The 
rich man, on the other hand, has to 
pay taxes ou his land, on his income 
ou everything. 


The public holdings iu New Zealand 


are very large, and the government dis- 
poser of them to settlers on very easy 
terms and in varying methods. There 
is one way by which the government 
employs those who are out of work— 
to clear tho lauds of timber and rock 
and sow them in grass. Then they are 
divided into small farms and are al- 
lotted to settlers at a perpetual rental 
large enough to cover the cost of clear- 
ing aud at the same time give a fair 
interest ou the value of the land. The 
size of such holdiugs is about 100 acres 
each. 


Another interesting feature of the 


conduct of affairs in New Zealand is 
that there are no poorhouses, the aged 
being pensioned by the government 
after their sixty-fifth year. The law 
applies to old women as well as to old 
men. If a man's income at the age of 
sixty-live is not more than $170 a year, 
he is given an annual present of $90, 
and if the income of his wife added to 
his does not exceed $340 the couple re- 
ceive $1.80 yearly. If the man's income 
is a little more than $170, he is given 
enough to make it total $liOO. The law 
has been Su effect since 1898 and re- 
quires to support it a tax of more than 
u dollar a year i'or every inhabitant ot" 
2S"ew Zealand. 


The colonization of the islands of 


New Zealand dates from the end of 
lluy year 1S42, and in spite of the fact 
that thi! government possessed no ter- 
ritory iu the country on which they 
might settle iV\v communities can point 
lu a record of such substantial prog- 
ress. 
This is the more remarkable 


owing Io the fact that the country has 
been devastated by two native wars, 
each of which retarded settlement for 
years, besides loading the young com- 
munity with a war debt heavy indeed 
in proportion to its population. 


Since the war of 1SUJ was linally put 


an eud to in 1SOS, there has been uo 
trouble of an organized character with 
the Muoris. who may now be regard- 
ed iu the light of peaceable and often 
.valuable citizc.ua, with full representa- 
tion In the colonial representative 
liouse of parliament and with several 
of their principal chiefs sitting in Uio 
council or senate of the colony. 


Tho European population of Now 


Zealand numbers fully 750,000, while, 
according to the last census, there wero 
nearly -13,000 natives, inclusive of near- 
ly 3,000 half castes. The re.snlts have 
no far been, ou tho whole, remarkably 
MK'ccHsful, nnd Now Zealand mfly be 
looked upon «3 one of the most pro- 
Krcsstivo of countries nnd of nil the 
Australasian colonies that in which the 
wealth is most equally divided among 
nil clauses.

The Bight to Organize. 


- Organized labor has recently won a 
significant victory in New Haven, 
Conn., where the employees of the 
street car lines struck because of the 
discharge of fellow workmen for aid- 
"feg if£ the formation of a union. 


"Within a few days," writes a New 


Haven .correspondent of the Outlook, 
'•'ttSrif two dozen men, some of whom 
were among the oldest and most pop- 
ular servants of the road, were dis- 
missed 'for the benefit of the service.' 
It was noticed, however, that they 
were, men who had in quiet ways fa- 
•wred the organization of a union. Each 
morning some half dozen were dropped 
until the employees in a body took the 
bull by the horns and organized them- 
selves 'into a union. Their first de- 
mands were for the reinstatement of 
their unfortunate comrades and their 
right to treat with the company col- 
lectively. It was the refusal of the 
company to consider these demands 
that precipitated the strike. 
Public 


sympathy came promptly and over- 
whelmingly to the support of the strik- 
ers. Mass meetings of merchants, of 
business men and of citizens in gen- 
eral were held, and strong editorials 
were published in the daily prints re- 
enl'orciug the demands of the men. To 
these influences were added the vigor- 
ous efforts of many of the stockholders 
of the company, wrhile the aldermen be- 
gan to consider the proposal of munici- 
pal ownership. The result was a speedy 
victory,for .the strikers. The company 
took back1 twenty-one of the discharged 
men and consented in the future to 
treatSttth its men as a body." 


The significant thing about the inci- 


dent was the absolute unanimity of 
New Haven public sentiment on be- 
half of the strikers when the sole 
question; at issue was their right to 
organize, which is quite at variance 
with the attitude of some employing 
corporations. 


President Truesdale of the D., L. and

rfxilroaas,;'8peakiug of tho strike, says 
that the "situation appears eminently 
satisfactory."

to the mine owners and the coal roads,

coming winter is half over, are not so 
easily satisfied.

Thompson. Invtsiijjating unclean back 
streets and back yards aud nosing in- 
to unpleasant tenements seeiu rather 
odd work for a Va^ar graduate, yet 
this Miss Thompson is and does, and 
the result shows her to be the right 
woman in the right place. It has been 
proved that there are localities in 
which a woman sanitary inspector is 
more efficient than a man and that 
the interior of a tenement house is 
one of thi-se. Part of the region known 
as "the Oranges1' is noted for its emi- 
nently high tone and admirable sani- 
tary condition. This is specially true 
of East Orange. 
But there are also 


the city of Orange itself and the town- 
ship of West Orange, and all these 
are under the eye of Miss Thompson. 
Orange has a considerable population 
of Italians and Hungarians of the 
laboring classes, and what they know 
of common sanitary cleanliness could 
be printed in large type upon a ten 
cent piece and leave room for an orna- 
mental border. 
In one instance in 


Orange a large block of tenements was 
drained outright into a swamp at the 
back of them, and this menace to life 
and health remained year after year- 
Miss Thompson is working to have it 
removed. 
Her best results are ob- 


tained by house to house visitations. 
Sanitary reform, like charity, must be- 
gin at home, and the mothers of the 
poor and ignorant classes trust a wo- 
man where they would be offish to a 
man inspector and suspicious of him. 
Miss Thompson learned Italian enough 
to talk to the women. She has also 
a native tact and kindliness that 
opened their hearts to her so that good 
results from her work appeared very 
soon. 


The famous school of architecture in 


I?aris has 1.200 American students, but 
had no American women students un- 
til now. The first one is a California 
girl, Miss Julia Morgan. Before enter- 
ing the school she studied and worked 
with a noted Paris architect, M. Chaus- 
semiche. Her tutor says she has es- 
pecial Talent for invention and concep- 
tion, which are the gifts particularly 
needed in our barren and incongruous 
American building schemes. Miss Mor- 
gan will practice, her profession in San 
Francisco.
